Free Publicity 

One of the thorns in the flesh-of the newspaper 
world" is free publicity. The stock of the- newspaper 
publisher is his space which he must sell in order to 
pay his .way. He is at the mercy of a quiet but con¬ 
stant bombardment from the various sources," all ask¬ 
ing free space to increase the sales of the products or 
the causes which they wish to promote, usually for 
their own benefit. 

.r Amongst those that lean most heavily on the 
newspapers for free space are the governments. An ar 
tide arrives for example from a Department of Agri¬ 
culture on some recent agricultural development. The 
newspaper man is expected to pay wages to employees 
in order to pass on the information to the public. He 
is the one unpaid link in the chain that brings the 
news to its intended destination. 

The man who composed the article is a well paid 
civil servant. The paper on which his information is 
printed seems of entirely too good quality for trans¬ 
ient use, though excellent as copy paper. A great deal 
might be saved by a humbler quality. The government 
printers are not working for nothing.
